White Sxar Liner “Albertic” 


| will be written this season when the! 


Albertic, of the White Star Line Can- 
adian Service (shown above) docks 
at Montreal at the end of April, as 
Diggest steamer ever 
to sail up the river St. Lawrence as 
far as Montreal. 

Previous to this season the Dorie 
and Regina. sister ships in the White 
Star Line Canadian Service, held the 
record for being the largest steamers 
to enter the port of Montreal. They 
are 16,500 tons each, but the Albertic 
is 19,000 tons and, therefore 2,500 
larger than the Doric and Regina. 

The Albertie is an R.M.S.P, steam- 
er, She was formerly known as the 
Ohio, one of the world famous “O'" 
ners, She will join the St. Law- 
rence fleet with a reputation equal 
to her size and, in addition to being 
the biggest steamer ever to sail up 
the St. Lawrence to Montreal, will be 
one of the most luxurious to make 
terminal. 

The Albertic will be used on the 
direct service to Liverpool eastbound 
while on the westbound route she
